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Winfield Kelly Heads Croup to Purchase 
Storer Cable Franchise in P.G. County

Former County Executive 
Winfield Kelly, Jr. an¬ 
nounced on November 21 
that he and a group of local 
investors will purchase fran¬ 
chises held by Storer Com¬ 
munications, Inc. in north¬ 
ern Prince Georges County 
and Fort Belvoir and Lees¬ 
burg, Virginia. The sale is 
conditioned upon aprovals of 
the various agencies and 
jurisdictions within the Stor¬ 
er network, including the 
City of Greenbelt. 

Kelly, vice president of Storer 
Cable Communications of Prince 
Georges County, Inc. and Storer 
Cable Communications of Mary¬ 
land, Inc, played the major role 
in obtaining 19 franchises in the 
northern half of Prince Georges 
County. Kelly heads the pur¬ 


chasing group which will form 
a limited partnership to operate 
the cable system. The sale price 
of the systems was not disclosed. 

Storer, a Miami-based tele¬ 
communications company, shall, 
for the present time, continue to 
build the various systems on 
schedule and honor its financial 
and other franchise commit¬ 
ments. Most of the company's 
20,000 area subscribers are in 
Prince Georges County. The sys¬ 
tem is expected ultimately to 
serve 140,000 households. In 
Greenbelt about 1,000 homes are 
hooked into the cable system. 

In a press conference in Stor- 
er’s College Park studio, Todd 
Spoeri, Storer vice president and 
general manager of the firm’s 
northeast region, said, “We have 
known Kelly for many years and 
as we depart we will be leaving 
the system in good hands. It is

gone tomorrow. We intend to 
continue with construction and 
meet our commitments. This will 
require us to work very closely 
with Kelly.” 

Kelly said he was delighted to 
get into the operating end of 
the cable business. The possibility 
about buying Storer came up 
about six months ago, he ex¬ 
plained, but “it became a real 
possibility in the last two or 
three weeks.” He initially invest¬ 
ed $18,000 in the local Storer 
network. 

Transfer Process 

Kelly did not know how long 
the transfer would take. “There 
are a lot of contingencies,” he 
explained. Approvals and recom¬ 
mendations of the various juris¬ 
dictions, including the county 
cable commission and a county 
council resolution and setting up 
of the limited partnership, as yet 
unnamed, are two major undertak¬ 
ings. Kelly had contacted county 
officials as well as mayors prior 
to the official announcement last 
Thursday, “We appeared to have 
a comfortable response,” he ob¬ 
served. 

Storer is agreeing to sell the 
systems to the Kelly group at 
actual cost in order to reduce 
outstanding debt and curtail capi¬ 
tal requirements. 

Spoeri said, “We are doing this 
with mixed emotions , . . Much 
of the lucrative aspects of cable 
have not appeared ... We 
reached the point where we had 
to make a business judgment. 
... (we are) better advised to 
invest money elsewhere.” 

Cable companies have a big 
capital investment initially. It 
takes years to show substantial 
profit. According to experts in 
the field, the companies, in their 
eagerness to get franchises, have 
promised “overly” expensive sys¬ 
tems. 

A significant drop in earnings 
has hurt Storer. As an earnings 
company, Storer must generate 
net earnings for stockholders and 
bondholders. Kelly believes that 
the establishment of a limited 
partnership to buy Storer’s de¬ 
preciated assets will prove suc¬ 
cessful. In such an arrangement, 
he said, investors are looking for 
tax shelters and depreciation. 

If the necessary approvals are 
obtained, Kelly said his firm will 
make a public offering of limited 
partnerships. The purchasing 
group, in addition to Kelly, who 
will own a controlling interest, 
will be comprised of current local 
investors in the Prince Georges 
County and Virginia franchises, 
as well as other investors and 
individuals with technical exper-* 
tise and experience in operating 
and financing cable television. 

According to Kelly, early dis¬ 
cussions with several of the larg¬ 
er banks and investment houses 
in the Washington, D.C. area 
have been well received and 
strong interest in the project has 
been indicated. 


Lakewood Residents Learn 
How to Organize Crime Watch

Jarred out of complacency by a recent violent crime in 
their Lakewood neighborhood, almost 100 residents crowd¬ 
ed into a meeting room at the Greenbelt Baptist church on 
Nov. 22 to learn what they can do help combat crime. The 
meeting was sponsored by the Greenbelt Crime Prevention 
Committee, an advisory body set up by the city council 


about two years ago. 

Det./Cpl. Marr D. Sappington, 
Greenbelt police department 
crime prevention officer, put the 
community’s apprehensions into 
words When he commented on the 
serious nature of the recent Lake- 
wood crime in which two men 
forced their way into a home 
and terrorized the occupants. He 
then outlined the forms which 
citizens’ involvement in crime 
prevention can take: organized 
crime watch, static crime watch, 
training in recognizing and re¬ 
porting suspicious activity, Op¬ 
eration Identification and im¬ 
proved home security. 

Sappington described each of 
these activities and cited what 
is being done in various sections 
of the city: Greenbriar Phase III 
has an active Neighborhood 


Crime Watch, Boxwood has about 
30 trained people operating a 
static crime watch and has an 
active Operation Identification 
program underway; Springhill 
Lake is preparing to organize 
a crime watch. 

A lively exchange was started 
by Sappington’s questions to the 
audience: “What would you do if 
you heard glass breaking in your 
neighborhood? Would you call 
the police?” “What would you 
do if you saw a moving van at 
a neighbor’s house and you didn’t 
know they were moving?” “What 
would you do if you saw a car 
slowly cruising the neighborhood 
or if you saw a car which doesn’t 
belong in the neighborhood with 
people sitting in it?’* “What 
would vou do if a solicitor came 
See CRIME WATCH, p. 4. col.

CITY ASKS MORE WORK BE DONE 
ON 6REENBELT NO. TRAFFIC STU BY

After reviewing the Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission's draft Traffic Study for Green¬ 
belt Road, the Greenbelt City Council has sent a letter to 
the M-NCPPC identifying council's concerns and asking for 
more detail. The letter, dated November 18 and signed by 
the mayor and council, in effect, requested that the study be 
broadened to reflect more nearly '‘worst case" conditions. 


The traffic study, which was 
prepared earlier this year (See 
News Review Nov. 3) under the 
M-NCPPC Planning Assistance 
to Municipalities program, exam¬ 
ines present traffic loads on 
Greenbelt Road and the proposed 
development in the area, and pro¬ 
jects future traffic levels. The 
study also proposed solutions to 
problem areas. 

At a Nov. 14 work session 
council reviewed the traffic study, 
as well as the Advisory Planning 
Board’s report on it, and ex¬ 
pressed the following concerns in 
its letter. 

First the study did not include 
in its calculations development 
outside of Greenbelt which would 
increase the amount of traffic on 
Greenbelt Road. 

Council also pointed out that 
the study did not take into ac¬ 
count the traffic consequences of 
certain potential developments, 
including the recently rezoned 
tract in Capital Office Park, (its 
immediate and significant effect 
would be on the Kenilworth 
Avenue-Ivy Lane intersection) 
the 10-acre Bresler-Lerner tract 
south of Parcel 2 and some of 
the undeveloped land along Han¬ 
over Parkway south of Hunting 
Ridge Apartments. Council ques¬ 
tioned the study’s assumptions 
that the Smith-Ewing tract would 
be downzoned from highrise to 
townhouses and the Tidier tract 
would be developed in the Rural- 
Residential zone. A preliminary 
plan for highrise has been sub¬ 
mitted for the former. The cur¬ 
rent Master Plan indicates high¬ 
er density development for the 
latter. 

Second, the letter asks for 
more details on how the pro¬ 
posed “T” intersection at the 
Parkway would work. 

Third, the ‘interim solution’ 
of widening the Parkway to three 
lanes between the Greenbelt on/ 
off ramp and the Beltway should 
be given more serious considera¬ 


tion. According to the letter, “this 
solution might adequately address 
the current and future problems 
of this interchange . . . (and) 
would continue to provide access 
to the Beltway. . .” 

Fourth, Council felt more in¬ 
formation should be provided on 
the impact to be created by the 
Metro and Commuter Rail sta¬ 
tions, including its effects on the 
Greenbelt Road-Cherrywood Lane 
intersection, the flow of traffic on 
Cherrywood Lane and, if a bridge 
is built, the Ivy Lane-Kenilworth 
Avenue and Cherrywood Lane- 
Kenilworth Avenue intersection. 

Fifth, the council felt consid¬ 
eration should be given to build¬ 
ing a new, eight-lane Greenbelt 
Road bridge over the Parkway. 
Council felt this might improve 
the S-curve situation in front 
of the shopping center and pro¬ 
vide pedestrian access. 

Sixth, a more detailed descrip¬ 
tion of the proposed improve¬ 
ments to the Greenbelt Road/ 
Southway intersection should be 
provided so that council can bet¬ 
ter understand the possible im¬ 
pacts on the Convalescent Center/ 
University Square entrance and 
the Greenbelt Road / Lakecrest 
Drive intersection. 

And finally the letter requests 
traffic counts for the Greenbelt/ 
Mandan Road and the Greenbelt 
Road/Lakecrest Drive intersec¬ 
tions. 

Council acknowledged the value 
of what the Transportation Plan¬ 
ning Division had done and the 
magnitude of its ritional re¬ 
quests. It pointeu out, however, 
the “tremendous potential prob¬ 
lems which this area could ex¬ 
perience if proper traffic plan¬ 
ning and improvements are not 
undertaken. . .”

Beth Kessler of 2-D Woodland 
Way died of cancer on Sunday, 
November 27 at the Washington 
Home Hospice after an illness of 
many years. She was born in 
Brooklyn in New York City, and 
with her husband, Dr. Bernard 
V. Kessler, a physicist at the Na¬ 
val Surface Weapons Center,

to the door and refused to show 
you his city permit?” (All so¬ 
licitors have to have a city per¬ 
mit which can be obtained with¬ 
out charge for charitable ac¬ 
tivities, Sappington said.) 

Many of the answers Sapping¬ 
ton got from the audience implied 
an unwillingness to “bother” the 
police with a report about some¬ 
thing which might turn out to be 
an innocent activity. Over and 
over, Sappington emphasized that 
the police don’t mind being “both¬ 
ered.” He pointed out that check¬ 
ing out such a report takes only 
a few minutes of one officer’s time 
but processing a crime scene may 
take several officers 3-4 hours. 

In reply to a question, Sapping¬ 
ton emphasized that for the pres¬ 
ent Greenbelt residents will get 
much faster service in emergen¬ 
cy situations by calling the 
Greenbelt police department 
emergency number (474-5454) 
than they will if they call the 
much-publicized 911 number. The 
911 number goes to the Prince 
Georges County police and it will 
take time for the message to be 
relayed to the Greenbelt depart¬ 
ment. The Greenbelt emergency 
line will bring a response imme¬ 
diately, often in less than one 
minute. “What is an emergency?” 
“If you hear someone breaking 
into your house or your neigh¬ 
bor’s house. Or if you come home 
and see the door open or other 
signs that someone has been in 
the house. If you hear a scream 
and don’t see any obvious ex¬ 
planation for it,” answered the 
police officer, citing these as ex¬ 
amples. He emphasized that no 
one should enter a house they 
think has been broken into— the 
criminal could still be there. He 
advised that the resident should 
hurry to a neighbor’s home and 
call the police — on the emergency 
number.

The Way I See It

The Greenbelt City Council 
merits commendation for its ask¬ 
ing the Transportation Planning 
Division of the Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission to expand its recent 
traffic study. Once more Coun¬ 
cil proves that it will act wisely, 
decisively and rapidly on an im¬ 
portant matter. 

Greenbelters should understand 
the vital significance of the 
study. The traffic consequences of 
developments in process and oth¬ 
ers contemplated must be fac¬ 
tored into planning and zoning 
decisions. The immediate result 
of a failure to assess them ac¬ 
curately could be a gigantic 
parking lot for several hours 
each day to the east of the 
Parkway. Similiar dire conse¬ 
quences could follow elsewhere 
in the city as development con¬ 
tinues. It is council's view that 
it must have the conclusions of a 
study roughly equal in scope to 
what has already been done so 
that it may comment knowledge¬ 
ably on planning and other de¬ 
velopmental plans as they are 
presented to the Prince Georges 
County Planning Board and 
County Council. 

If the potential value of the 

study proposed by City Council 
were limited to its value to the 
city, the need for it would be 
appreciably less than is the case. 
It is really the Planning Board 
and County Council for whom 
the expanded study would have 
the greatest value. The former 
should urge the Transportation 
Planning Division to honor the 
city's request.
